So  far  as  the  Journal  is  concerned,  it  cannot  truthfully  he  said 
that  the  last  year  has  been  either  an  exciting  or  a  momentous  one. 
The  fact  is  that  events  on  the  campus  went  along  on  an  even 
keel  with  nothing  of  a  startling  nature  to  break  the  peaceful 
routine. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Canadian  University  Press 
was  again  situated  in  Kingston.  This  organization  continued  to 
serve  a  useful  purpose  in  college  journalism  and  we  feel  that  its 
work  this  year  has  been  a  justification  of  the  faith  placed  in  it 
by  those  who  founded  it  a  year  ago.  During  the  first  term  the 
C.U.P.  carried  a  weekly  column  headed  “Capital  Closeup”  which 
we  believe  to  have  been  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  informative 
columns  carried  by  college  papers.  Unfortunately  the  writer  of 
this  column,  due  to  the  pressure  of  his  work  at  Ottawa,  was 
unable  to  continue  his  association  with  the  C.U.P.  during  the  last 
term  and  a  valuable  contribution  to  college  journalism  was  lost. 

Coming  back  to  our  own  campus,  one  of  the  most  notable 
features  was  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  letters  by  the 
students  addressed  to  the  Editor  of  the  Journal.  At  times  we  had 
more  than  we  could  possibly  print  and  we  beg  the  forgiveness  of 
anyone  whom  we  have  offended  due  to  our  inability  to  publish 
his  letter.  If  this  is  any  indication  of  the  interest  of  the  students 
in  campus  activities  it  is  impossible  to  escape  the  conclusion  that 
the  student  body  is  concerning  itself  more  and  more  with  under¬ 
graduate  affairs.  It  is  a  healthy  sign  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  it 
•will  continue  to  grow  with  the  passing  of  each  year. 

The  Journal  has  supported  various  programs  on  the  campus 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  National  Scholarships,  an  Honour 
Society,  a  Valedictory  address  and  certain  other  changes  in  the 
convocation  ceremony.  At  the  time  of  writing  it  is  still  too  early 
to  predict  the  success  of  these  undertakings. 

As  usual  the  Journal  carried  quite  a  number  of  regular  columns. 
Maw  and  Paw,  Current  Comment,  Capital  Closeup,  Techni- 
column  and  the  Cattipuscope  all  filled  useful  positions  and  were 
the  subject  of  much  comment  from  their  many  readers. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Journal  staff",  the  faculty  and  the  student  body 
for  their  unselfish  co-operation  during  the  past  year  for  without 
their  untiring  efforts  and  their  sound  advice  “putting  the  Journal 
to  bed”  would  have  been  an  impossibility.

This  year  Queen's  Theological  College  sends  out  a  small  class  and  welcomes  a  large  new 
one.  With  us,  as  with  the  University,  numbers  are  not  the  chief  concern.  The  University's 
interest  is  in  the  quality  and  efficiency  of  its  graduates  Even  more  so  is  this  the  case  with 
any  institution  for  the  training  of  the  Christian  ministry  One  could  inflict  nothing  worse 
on  the  Christian  public  than  a  large  number  of  ill-qualified  and  ill-trained  ministers.  One 
could  wish  for  this  same  public  nothing  better  than  a  sufficient  number  of  real  religious 
leaders  equipped  in  character  and  thainmg  for  the  serious  business  which  belongs  to  the 
Church  at  the  present  time.  Blind  leaders  have  ever  been  dangerous,  but  never  more  so 
than  just  now. 

We  are  glad  to  think  that  over  the  now  nearly  one  hundred  years  of  her  history  Queen's 
has  been  providing  Christian  ministers,  not  in  great  numbers,  but  with  high  character  and 
sufficient  equipment  for  the  tasks  which  have  been  laid  upon  them  We  are  quite  per¬ 
suaded  that  those  who  go  out  from  us  this  year  to  be  ordained  as  Christian  ministers  will 
not  be  found  lacking.  They  have  been  tried  in  character  and  attainment  over  a  long  period 
of  years  and  have  proven  themselves  in  the  qualities  essential  for  their  work.  The  College 
gives  them  its  blessing  and  is  glad  to  enrol  them  in  its  number  of  over  five  hundred  graduates.

In  the  year  of  many  entrants  the  chronicler 
opened  the  book  of  History  and  read  therefrom. 
And  behold  the  chronicle  of  the  young  men  who 
did  attend  Queen's. 

Two  there  were  to  go  forth  doing  good  unto 
all  mankind.  Of  the  twain  one  was  from  Cobourg. 
Quiet  and  goodly  were  his  ways  and  "Mel" (low) 
were  his  utterances.  From  Atwood  came  the  other 
proclaiming  the  news  of  the  time  like  the  papyrus 
"Reid's" (reeds)  of  Egypt. 

Thereupon  these  young  men,  having  acquired  a 
due  amount  of  knowledge,  in  graces  went  forth. 
Buttars  not  withour  "honour"  nor  Vipond  without 
his  "dora  theon"  (gift  of  the  god).  And  all  was 
well. 

And  the  chronicler  lifted  up  his  eyes  and  be¬ 
hold — two  messengers  proclaiming,  from  the  high 
places  of  the  land: —

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HISTORY  OF  QUEEN'S 


The  University,  as  we  know  it,  is  an  ancient 
and  venerable  institution  But  the  Christian  Church 
is  older  still  Universities,  Hospitals,  Philanthropies 
and  even  Parliaments  are  the  children  of  the 
Christian  Church  One  thinks  of  Oxford,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Glasgow  and  St  Andrew's  in  Britain  of 
Paris  earliest  of  them  all  of  Marburg,  first 
foundation  of  German  Protestantism  in  IS27  of 
Harvard,  Yale  and  Princeton  in  America  of  King's 
Nova  Scotia  in  1789  and  of  Toronto  an  Queen's 
in  Ontario  all  of  them  founded  by  or  upon  some 
branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ  They  have  grown 
mightily  in  ways  perhaps  not  foreseen  by  their 
founders  but  there  is  nothing  uncertain  about 
their  parentage 

Church  affairs  were  not  happy  in  Ontario  a 
hundred  years  ago  There  was  then  as  now  a 
Roman  Catholic  minority  and  among  non-Roman 
Catholics  there  was  division,  envy,  and  the  pride 
of  place  and  power  Barred  by  sectarian  tests 
from  King's  College,  Toronto,  the  sturdy  children 
of  the  early  settlers  set  themselves  to  provide 
higher  education  for  themselves  The  Methodisr 
people  founded  Victoria,  and  the  Church  of  Scot¬ 
land  Queen's  both  called  for  the  youthful  monarch 
who  was  to  give  a  name  to  a  whole  age  of  thought 
and  life  Had  it  been  now  instead  of  then  the  two 
projects  would  in  all  likelihood  have  become  one. 
but  that  was  not  possible  a  hundred  years  ago, 
and  the  two  colleges  began,  almost  at  the  same 
time  in  Cobourg  and  in  Kingston. 


Queen's  was  scarcely  launched  when  calamity 
descended  upon  it  The  Church  of  Scotland  was 
cleft  in  twom  by  the  Disruption  of  1843  and  the 
division  was  brought  across  the  Atlantic  with  dire 
consequences  to  the  Kirk  in  Ontario  The  plans 
of  the  founders  of  Queen's  lay  in  ruins  One 
stands  amazed  at  their  courage  in  going  on  but 
they  did  so  and  the  success  of  their  labours  is 
written  in  the  record  of  the  growing  University. 
Not  only  in  the  founding  but  in  the  making  of 
Queen's  did  the  Church  ploy  the  chief  port  One 
mon  more  than  any  other  stands  foremost  in  the 
ranks  of  her  creators  George  Munro  Grant  before 
coming  to  Queen's  had  been  one  of  the  half  dozen 
vigorous  clergy  and  laymen  who  in  1863  had 
aroused  Dalhousie  from  her  slumbers  of  twenty 
years  and  sent  her  on  to  the  noble  service  she  has 
since  rendered  When  he  came  to  Queen's  in 
1877  she  was  in  almost  desperate  straits  when 
he  died  in  1902  she  was  a  national  institution 
and  he  a  national  figure 

By  1912  it  was  agreed  by  almost  oil  I  say 
almost  because  entire  unanimity  is  never  possible 
among  Scots  people  —  in  the  councils  of  the 
Church  that  Queen's  had  grown  up  Her  mother, 
therefore,  acknowledged  the  fact,  but  surrendered 
none  of  her  affection,  and  likes  to  think,  as  all 
parents  do,  that  her  daughter  has  done  the  same.

The  Director's  Message  .... 

When  the  academic  session  doses  with  the  graduation  of  the  Class  of  1939,  the  School 
of  Commerce  and  Administration,  in  its  working  realities  if  not  in  its  formal  organization 
as  a  School,  completes  its  twentieth  year  of  existence.  Its  graduates  have  begun  to  be 
numbered  in  hundreds,  not  in  tens. 

The  School  exists,  in  the  belief  that  for  a  limited  number  university  training  (not  of  a 
narrow  technical  sort)  in  the  analysis  and  interpretation  of  the  facts  of  economic  and 
business  life,  is  sound  education  and  the  most  valuable  preparation  for  the  world  of  busi¬ 
ness.  That  limited  number  must,  of  course,  be  selected  for  their  intelligence,  imagination, 
and  aptitude  for  study.  Such  training  cannot  be  a  substitute  for  experience  but  it  may 
illuminate  and  fructify  experience.  If  it  has  not  failed  in  its  purpose  it  will  make  of  business 
life  a  broadening  and  not  a  narrowing  vocation. 

There  is  much  said  in  these  days  about  the  difficulties  which  confront  youth,  but  too 
little  is  said  about  the  continuing  scarcity  of  persons  who  are  first-class  in  every  way.  The 
world  is  full  of  opportunity  for  those  who  rank  high  in  ability,  in  courage,  and  in  social 
conscience.  I  have  every  hope  that  the  Class  of  1939  will  recognize  and  seize  its  opportunities.

HISTORY 


Looking  over  early  records  of  tin?  Qu.  •  n's  Journal 
the  first  mention  of  the  Engineering  Society  wu 
occasioned  by  a  dinner  in  the  Frontenac  Hotel  on 
February  22nd,  1898  The  next  mention  was  the 
holiday  of  the  fourth  annual  dinner  on  March  1st, 
1901,  and  from  which  we  might  conclude  that  the 
Society  hed  its  birth  in  the  session  of  1897-98.  Prof 
M  B  Baker,  '02,  confirms  this  ;ate  and  tells  me 
that  John  S  Donnelly,  MP,  *58  'deceased'  was  the 
organizer  and  first  president  of  the  Society.  A* 
this  time  there  were  HT  undergraduates  leading  to 
a  decree  and  nearly  a  like  number  of  special  students 
enrolled  in  the  School  of  Mining,  as  it  was  then 
called 

In  1907  the  Society  became  more  active  by  start¬ 
ing  o  bureau  of  information  and  employment  for 
graduates,  alumni  and  undergraduates;  and  the  first 
publication  of  the  Director  <  later  the  Proceedings' 
In  the  fall  of  1909  the  Technical  Supplies  Depart¬ 
ment  began  business  in  a  small  way  under  student- 


managers  i  hese  activities  were  not  very  successful, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  Directory,  were  on  the 
verge  of  collapse  when  the  Society  organized,  in 
1921,  the  Service  Control  Committee  This  committee 
as  now  constituted  comprises  the  Dean  two  members 
of  the  staff,  three  members  of  the  Society  executive, 
one  member  of  the  Senior  year,  two  members  of 
the  Junior  year  and  one  member  of  the  Sophomore 
year  The  committee  appointed,  as  first  permanent 
manager  of  the  three  services,  Mr  G  C  Monture, 
Sc  '21,  who  deserves  a  great  deal  of  praise  for  the 
earlv  success  of  these  enterprises  It  is  important  to 
note  that  the  5th  Field  Company  of  Canadian  Engin¬ 
eers  contributed  their  full  pay  for  one  year  to  finance 
the  Employment  Service  in  1921. 

The  Technical  Supplies  is  now  under  a  separate 
manager,  responsible  to  the  Committee.  This  business 
saves  students  at  least  10  per  cent,  on  text  books

The  practice  of  year  parties  is  embarked  upon 
and  proves  worthy  of  frequent  continuance. 

We  incur  the  ire  of  Levana  by  untactfully  naming 
our  year  dance  the  "Pay-off".  The  dance  is  convened 
by  Milt  Bloom  and  held  shortly  after  the  Levana 
Forma  Is. 

Exams  take  rather  a  heavier  toll  than  usual  and 
our  ranks  are  much  depleted  for  commencement  of 
our  next  year.

The  Employment  Service  of  Queen's  Universify  is 
under  the  management  of  the  Permanent  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Alumni  Association.  Under  what 
has  proven  to  be  an  ideal  arrangement,  this  Service 
has  become  indispensible  to  all  Faculties.  From 
1 ' ’22-30,  the  University,  recognizing  the  value  of  the 
bureau,  helped  defray  expenses  with  the  Society. 
Since  then  the  Society  pays  $1500.00  and  the  Uni¬ 
versity  the  necessary  balance.  In  1932  the  Society 
contributed  the  full  cost,  the  University  providing 
and  furnishing  a  club  room  for  Science  students. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Engineering  Society  con¬ 
tains  a  directory  of  the  graduates,  subjects  of  interest 
to  them,  and  all  activities  of  the  Society  and  the 
Science  Faculty,  An  annual  publication  until  1933, 
it  is  now  published  every  three  years,  due  to  higher 
costs  and  decrease  in  subscriptions  from  graduates. 

The  Society  began,  in  1925,  a  loan  fund  for 
Science  students  and  which  is  under  the  control  and 


discretion  of  the  Vice-Principal  of  the  University. 
The  present  executive  in  the  spring  of  1938  in¬ 
augurated  a  sinking  fund  for  the  future  erection  of 
more  suitable  Science  Club  Rooms.  The  Club  Room, 
this  year,  has  been  renovated,  and  a  ping-pong  table 
and  radio  installed. 

All  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Science  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  an  hour  is  set  aside  in  the 
Calendar  for  its  meetings.  For  these  meetings,  ex¬ 
perienced  and  prominent  men  are  secured  to  speak 
upon  subjects  dealing  with  modern  methods  of  en¬ 
gineering. 

In  concluding,  let  us  review;  the  main  purposes 
of  the  Society  are  to  assist  and  cultivate  the  spirit 
of  mutual  assistance  among  engineering  students;  to 
serve  as  a  medium  of  communication  between  the 
members  of  the  Society  and  the  governing  bodies  of 
the  University;  and  finally,  to  promote  the  general 
interest  of  the  University.

Accompanying  W.  T.  in  his  retirement  from 
the  Medical  Faculty,  Dr.  Mylks  easily  doubles 
the  breech  left  in  the  ranks  of  the  Staff. 
Associated  with  teaching  at  Queen's  since  1900, 
Dr.  Mylks  was  Professor  of  Anatomy  from  1904 
to  1911,  Professor  of  Obstetrics  from  1911  to 
1915,  and  Professor  of  Gynaecology  from  1915 
to  1927.  Since  1928  he  has  headed  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology.  Thus  Daddy 
Mylks,  too,  has  played  his  part  in  the  training 
of  the  majority  of  medical  graduates  of  Queen's 
now  living. 

The  retirement  of  two  such  outstanding  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Medical  Faculty  leaves  us  rather  at  a 
loss  for  words.

Fall  brought  the  cinder  sport  to  a  prominent  place 
on  the  athletic  program  at  Queen's 

After  two  or  three  weeks  of  hurried  but  careful 
conditioning  and  training,  the  campus  meet  was 
taken  by  Science  Ml  and  new  records  set  in  the  field 
by  our  Empire  and  Olympic  |avelin  thrower,  Jim 
Courtright  On  the  traci  e  toppled 

by  our  renowned  globe  trotter  Willie  Fritz  an  a 
very  fresh  freshman  -HO  relay  team  from  Arts  '4? 

Three  days  later,  a  well  balancer  Oueen's  team 
took  a  sharply  contested  triangular  meet  at  Richard¬ 
son  Stadium  from  RMC's  cadets  and  Trenton  Air 
Rase.  The  Tricolor  piled  up  a  51  point  total  with 
wins  in  the  220.  440,  relay  high  jump,  javelin,  and 
hurdles,  while  newcomers  Carts,  Pearson,  and  Elmei 
filled  in  with  much-needed  place  points 

The  Queen's  team  reached  its  peak  just  a  week 
later  when  they  placed  a  high  third  at  the  Inter¬ 
collegiate  meet  in  Montreal  with  3d  points,  a  record 
for  Tricolor  track  teams  Fritz  hail  a  fiel  :  day  with 
wins  in  the  furlong  and  the  quarter,  a  third  in  the 


dash,  and  anchoring  the  winning  Oueen's  mile  relay 
team  With  rookies  Dick  Pearson  and  Ken  Carty 
running  sensational  legs  this  baton  team  defeated 
the  meet-winning  Toronto  team  by  eighteen  yards 
for  the  first  relay  win  in  Queen's  modern  track 
history  Freshman  Godfrey  Paul  battled  through  a 
long  polevault  duel  to  take  a  second,  and  Ross  Elmer 
ran  through  his  two  hurdle  heats  and  ploced  fourth 
in  both  high  and  low  hurdle  finals  Courtright  again 
won  the  javelin  throw  with  a  new  college  record,  won 
the  shot  and  was  second  in  the  discus  throw  Vir 
Knowles  come  through  in  his  dash  heat,  with  Dick 
Pearson  doing  the  same  in  the  220  flat  race,  but 
both  boys  were  unplaced  in  the  finals  Carty,  though 
running  his  fastest  half-mile  last  year,  finished  back 
of  the  winners  in  that  event,  and  Maritimer  Bob  Jones 
just  failed  to  catch  points  in  the  high  lump  Fresh¬ 
man  Ben  Stirling  was  out  of  the  places  in  the  shot 
and  discus,  but  the  youthful  Dingwall  ran  a  hard  440 
and  then  gave  his  relay  team  the  lead  on  his  well- 
run  second  leg  The  Gaels  then  moved  well  ahead 
of  both  Western  and  McMaster,  with  Toronto  winning 
the  meet-total  in  a  close  finish  with  McGill. 
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SENIOR  BASKETBALL 

Although  the  Senior  Basketball  squad  won  only  two  of  the  fifteen 
games  which  they  played  and  lost  all  Intercollegiate  matches,  yet  on 
their  display  of  skill  and  ball-handling,  the  team  deserved  a  better 
fate.  At  home  on  january  28,  the  boys  played  their  most  exciting 
game  and  were  finally  defeated  by  University  of  Toronto,  54-50.  It 
was  a  fast  and  brilliant  display  with  a  thrilling  finish  as  the  Tricolor 
clicked  in  the  last  half  and  out-scored  the  Blues.  Next  week  at  Queen's 
the  team  showed  the  same  fighting  spirit  against  McGill  but  lost 
finally  by  a  score  of  54  to  46.  The  first  game  against  Ottawa  Glebe 
Grads  was  a  thriller  with  the  Golden  Gaels  dropping  a  dose  decision 
by  two  points. 

On  the  American  tour  the  team  faced  some  of  the  strongest 
quintets  in  the  States.  Despite  this  opposition  and  the  fatigue  of  much 
Travelling,  the  Seniors  gave  a  good  account  of  themselves  in  all  games. 
They  defeated  Trinity  College,  Port  Hope,  on  january  14,  by  54-27 
and  Ottawa  University  on  January  21,  by  44-26. 

Vic  Knowles,  coming  up  from  iast  year's  Intermediates  was  the  high 
scorer  with  89  points  and  at  his  position  of  centre  he  showed  plenty  of 
speed  and  a  sure  eye.  Jimmy  Courtright,  another  newcomer,  took  time 
out  from  playing  a  good  defensive  game  at  guard  to  notch  83  points. 
Bob  Jones  and  Bob  Davis,  two  smart  forwards,  were  next  with  77  and 
55  points.  Under  Captain  Joe  Hoba  the  rest  of  the  team  put  on  an 
excellent  performance  and  all  improved  greatly  throughout  the  season. 
The  fine  showing  of  the  team  is  in  no  small  measure  owing  to  the 
ability  of  their  coach,  Johnny  Edwards.

NEWMAN  CLUB  EXECUTIVE 

Newman  Club  is  an  organization  existing  for  the  Catholic  students  in  many  secular  universities 
both  in  Canada  and  the  United  States.  The  purpose  of  such  an  organization  is  to  bring  together 
the  Catholic  students  in  the  various  courses  of  the  university  and  to  help  them  to  keep  in  close 
touch  with  the  beliefs  and  practice  of  their  Faith.  Such  a  purpose  logically  results  in  two  functions: 
the  primary  one — religion;  the  secondary — social.  The  active  members  of  the  Queen's  Newman  Club 
(who  number  about  one  hundred)  attend  Mass  and  receive  Communion  in  a  body,  once  a  month. 
After  Mass,  they  ad|ourn  to  a  breakfast  and  meeting  together,  at  which  a  guest  speaker  is  usually 
present.  Six  discussion  groups  are  held  every  month  in  the  homes  of  the  Kingston  members.  The 
Newrnan  Club  makes  a  retreat  in  a  body  every  year. 

The  Freshman  and  Freshette  Reception  in  the  Fall,  and  the  Newman  Club  Dance,  later  in 
the  year,  are  the  chief  social  events  of  the  Newman  Club  program. 

This  year  the  Queen's  Newman  Club  was  host  to  a  convention  of  the  Canadian  Province  of 
Newman  Clubs,  held  on  the  4th,  5th,  and  6th  of  February.

It  was  the  custom  a  few  years  ago  to  have  special  student  services  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
University  and  some  of  the  local  churches.  There  was  growing  feeling  however  that  the  students 
should  themselves  arrange  and  conduct  a  regular  series  of  services  within  the  bounds  of  the  campus. 
In  the  year  1937  the  University  Services  Commission  was  created  as  a  standing  committee  of  the 
Queen's  Alma  Mater  Society.  Its  membership  is  appointed  annually  and  includes  representatives 
from  the  staff  as  well  as  from  all  the  faculty  societies.  The  commission  exists  to  promote  a  series 
of  non-denominational  Sunday  services  for  students  during  the  academic  year.  Thus  far  the 
services  have  been  held  once  in  each  month  In  all  cases  the  Commission  makes  an  effort  to  bring 
to  Queen's  outstanding  speakers  who  represent  every  shade  of  religious  belief  and  practice.

QUEEN'S  CHEMICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Queen's  Chemical  Society,  which  is  affiliated  with  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Chemistry, 
was  established  several  years  ago  through  the  interest  and  efforts  of  Dr  A,  C.  Neish,  Head  of 
the  Department  Chemistry,  and  Dr.  L.  C.  GoodvVin,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Chemical  Engin¬ 
eering,  at  Queen's,  and  has  since  gained  an  enviable  importance  on  the  campus. 

The  purpose  of  the  Society  is  to  offer  supplementary  lectures  of  a  popular  and  technical 
nature  on  chemical  subjects.  The  Society  has  been  particularly  fortunate  this  year  in  bringing 
before  its  members  such  prominent  men  as  Dr.  W  H.  Martin  of  the  Chemistry  Department, 
University  of  Toronto,  Dr  J.  Wyllie  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  Queen's,  Dr.  R.  S.  Jane  of  Shawinigan 
Chemicals  Company  and  Dr  0  Maass  of  McGill  University.  The  meetings  have  been  full  of  interest 
and  have  aroused  much  enthusiasm,  as  shown  by  the  large  attendance  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  new  members  during  the  past  year.

In  1922,  when  the  Mining  and  Metallurgical  Society  of  Queen's  University  was  formed  under 
the  guiding  hand  of  Professor  S.  N.  Graham,  only  a  few  men  were  privileged  to  become  members. 
From  that  time  the  infant  Society  has  grown  until  it  now  embraces  miners,  metallurgists  and 
geologists  and  is  one  of  the  strongest  undergraduate  organizations  on  the  campus. 

To  rivet  the  bonds  of  good  fellowship  among  its  members  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Society 
since  the  date  of  its  inception.  It  strives  to  provide  fortnightly  meetings  at  which  its  members 
may  listen  to  the  views  and  experiences  of  men  prominent  in  the  mining,  metallurgical  and 
geological  fields. 

The  Society  is  very  proud  of  its  affiliation  with  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy 
and  each  year  representatives  have  been  sent  to  the  annual  meeting.  The  high  light  of  the  year 
is  the  annual  banquet  and  outstanding  speakers  have  always  been  procured.

Last  October  the  Society  initiated  what  it  hopes 
wili  become  a  permanent  feature  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  I  refer  to  the  T.Bc.  Testing  of  Medical 
students.  All  Meds  students  last  fall  were  tested 
for  susceptibility  to  Tuberculosis,  and  those  found 
susceptible  were  X-Rayed.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
present  executive  that  this  testing  will  be  carried 
out  on  each  incoming  class,  and  that  in  addition,  as 
each  class  returns  year  after  year,  it  will  be  re¬ 
tested  and  re-checked.  That  there  is  a  vital  need 
for  some  such  system  of  testing  will  be  readily  ap¬ 
parent  if  we  who  are  graduated  or  are  about  to 


graduate  will  pause  and  call  to  mind  the  names  of 
those  who  should  have  graduated  with  us,  but  who 
were  never  given  the  chance.  Our  Aesculapian 
Society,  in  introducing  such  a  practice,  is  ahead  of 
all  other  Canadian  medical  student  associations.  It 
has,  however,  been  so  hampered  by  lack  of  funds 
that  its  efforts  have  been  necessarily  confined.  But 
at  least  it  has  started  the  ball  rolling.  It  asks  that 
those  who  follow  keep  it  rolling. 

That  is  the  Aesculapian  Society  of  1938-39.  An 
enviable  record!

The  new  executive  of  Sheila  Skelton,  Anne 
Richardson,  Mel  Hatch,  Willis  Cunningham  and 
Don  Ross  reduced  our  fees  and  gave  us  a  party  at 
the  Racetrack,  or  Liberal  Rooms  as  they  are  now 
called.  The  Frosh  gave  McGill  supporters  a  haircut; 
it  was  just  a  trim  however,  and  the  Court  only  fined 
us  a  quarter  a  head. 

In  our  second  year  we  welcomed  to  Queen's  our 
present  Principal,  Dr,  Robert  C.  Wallace.  We  wished 
him  well  then;  as  we  leave,  we  wish  him  health, 
happiness,  and  success,  hoping  that  he  may  long 
continue  the  fine  work  he  has  so  ably  started. 

Time  Marches  On  and  the  members  of  Arts  '39 
found  themselves  in  their  Junior  Year  with  Sheila 
Skelton,  Dave  Henry,  Li  I  Gardner,  Bob  Cowley  and 
Don  Ross  looking  after  the  Statement  of  Revenue 
and  Expenditures.  We  saw  the  football  team  led 
by  our  own  Captain  George  Sprague,  go  into  the  first 
over-time  final  in  history  and  down  Toronto  in  one  of 
the  most  thrilling  games  in  years.  Later  on  hockey 
reigned  supreme  as  the  Tricolor  outfit  with  Bob 
Cowley,  a  thirty-niner,  sparking  one  line,  outfought 
McGill's  far-famed  Red  Raiders  and  shaded  them 


by  a  4-3  score — first  win  in  twelve  years  over  a  Red 
team. 

Swing  was  the  thing  and  Arts  '39  |itterbugged  its 
way  along  as  Art  Shaw  slugged  it  out  at  the  Arts 
Formal.  Johnnie  Ferraro  coached  the  basketball 
team,  but  Western  kept  plopping  them  in  to  win 
the  title.  The  Intercollegiate  Assault  saw  Queen's 
swinging  hard,  but  Toronto's  team  was  too  good — 
no  one  will  forget  the  big  surprise  at  155  lbs.  which 
can  rightly  be  called  the  "Big  Mistake."  Spring  came 
early  and  the  fever  spread  rapidly  through  the  school; 
recoveries  were  general  however,  some  taking  a 
week — others  taking  two  weeks,  a  change  of  scenery 
and  a  new  girl. 

It's  September,  1939.  Some  are  planning  to  grad¬ 
uate;  others  are  wondering  how  long  it  will  be  before 
they  graduate  into  the  ranks  of  the  khaki.  A  world 
crisis  —  we  dumbly  realize  although  the  actual 
significance  is  hazy — We  go  to  classes  between  news 
broadcasts — the  flight  to  Munich — war  is  averted — 
A  new  light  seems  to  be  breaking  into  our  vision — 
thank  God  Queen's  is  in  Canada,  and  thanks  for  our 
four  years  spent  here.

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DR.  JOHN  WATSON 


The  death  of  Dr  John  Watson  on  January  26th, 
1939  is  a  milestone  which  marks  the  growth  of 
Queen's  from  the  position  of  a  struggling  young 
college  to  that  of  a  great  Canadian  university 
Professor  Watson  came  to  Queen's  in  1872  fresh 
from  a  brilliant  academic  career  at  Glasgow 
University  where  he  had  achieve* :  highest  honours 
in  English  Literature  and  in  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy.  He  came  to  Canada  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  Principal  John  Caird  of  Glasgow 
and  of  Edward  Caird.  who  held  the  chair  of  Moral 
Philosophy  in  that  University.  There  were  in  the 
Queen's  of  that  time  apart  from  Principal  Snod¬ 
grass,  only  six  professors,  Williamson,  Mowatt, 
MacKerras,  Dupius,  and  Watson  Principal  Grant 
did  not  come  until  1876  Professor  Watson  soon 


brought  distinction  to  the  new  university,  both  as 
a  teacher  and  as  a  writer  on  philosophical  sublets, 
his  critical  studies  of  Kant's  works  being  par¬ 
ticularly  well  received  In  1912  the  University  of 
Glasgow  honoured  Professor  Watson  by  asking  him 
to  deliver  the  Gifford  Lectures.  These  were  later 
published  in  book  form  under  the  title  of  "The 
Interpretation  of  Religious  Experience"  and  con¬ 
tain  a  complete  statement  of  his  philosophy.  The 
essence  of  Professor  Watson's  teaching  was  a 
re-statement  of  the  Christian  belief,  supported  by 
a  thorough  examination  of  its  basis  in  the  light 
of  reason.  His  influence  on  his  honours  students, 
more  especially  those  in  training  for  the  ministry, 
can  hardly  be  over-estimated.

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CONVOCATION  FOR  PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT 


The  first  occasion  of  an  American  President  being 
laureated  Dy  a  Canadian  University  was  Queen's 
great  honour  on  the  morning  of  August  18,  1938, 
when  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  received  the  honorary  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  He  was  presented  to  Chan¬ 
cellor  Richardson  by  Principal  Wallace. 

This  convocation  at  the  Richardson  Stadium  was 
perhaps  the  most  unique  and  largest  one  to  be  held 
at  Queen's  Five  thousand  people  packed  the  stands 
eager  to  be  present  on  this  occasion.  Five  hundred 
summer  students  marched  in  a  body.  Bands  were  in 
full  attendance.  Flags  and  bunting  added  colour  to 
the  setting.  Many  noted  dignitaries  from  both  Canada 
and  the  United  States  were  in  the  assembly. 

Principal  Wallace  in  presenting  the  President 
stressed  the  fact  that  universities  help  to  establish 
mutual  understanding  which  is  the  basis  for  goodwill. 
Then  Chancellor  Richardson,  upon  laureating  Mr. 
Roosevelt,  spoke  of  him  as  our  "good  neighbour."  This 
reception  was  most  enthusiastic. 

After  receiving  his  degree  the  President  spoke 
briefly,  yet  simply,  and  with  sincerity.  The  President's 


opening  words  were:  "I  am  glad  to  join  the  brother¬ 
hood  which  Queen's  has  contributed  and  is  contribut¬ 
ing  not  only  to  the  spiritual  leadership  for  which  the 
college  was  established  but  also  to  the  social  and 
public  leadership  in  the  civilized  life  of  Canada.  An 
American  President  is  precluded  by  our  Constitution 
from  accepting  a  title  from  a  foreign  prince,  poten¬ 
tate,  or  power.  Queen's  University  is  not  a  prince  or 
a  power  or  a  potentate  but  it  is  a  power!"  He  also 
stated,  "the  Dominion  of  Canada  is  part  of  the  sister¬ 
hood  of  the  British  Empire.  I  give  to  you  assurance 
that  the  people  of  the  United  States  will  not  stand 
idly  by  if  domination  of  Canadian  soil  is  threatened 
by  any  other  Empire."  The  President  concluded  his 
address  by  saying  that  three  qualities  found  in  educa¬ 
tion — humility,  humanity,  and  humour  were  essential 
for  free  nations  to  live  in  peace. 

This  convocation  was  broadcast  not  only  to  the 
peoples  of  America  but  to  the  whole  world.  Photo¬ 
graphs  were  also  wired  to  foreign  countries,  which  all 
served  as  an  indirect  means  of  showing  other  nations 
that  civilization  is  not  national  but  international
